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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The specification contains various typographical errors. The examiner 
suggests to carefully review and correct obvious typographical errors (see p. 3, 
line 1 , "dir ction", p. 6, line 1 , "structur" and "lin", p. 1 1 , "A(?) M etc.) . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

The claims are objected to because they include reference characters which are 
not enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m). 

Claims 1-3, 6 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claims 1-3, "GND" should be corrected to -ground-; and 

In claims 6 and 7, after "selected from the group", -consisting— should be 
inserted for a proper Markush group language claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 4, 5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4, "the area of overlapping part" (line 2), "the internal line" (line 3, note 
that only claim 3 recites "an internal line") and "the respective condensers" (line 4) lack 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 9, "line 2 "the internal line" lacks antecedent basis. It should be noted 
that only claim 3 recites "an internal line." 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3 and 6-8 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior Art (see Nishida et al. US 754) does not show or suggest "an input signal 
line and an output signal line ...disposed in serial direction with a gap on a surface of a 
magnetic loss sheet made by dispersing soft magnetic metal powder in a polymer 
matrix" and "the high-cut characteristics are determined by... the magnetic loss of the 
magnetic loss sheet, and that the passing band is determined by combination of the 
low-cut characteristics and high-cut characteristics" as recited in claim 1. Claims 2 and 
3 also recite the similar limitations. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Nishida et al. (US 754, see figs. 1-3) discloses a resonant circuit having a chip 
capacitor coupled to a signal line which disposed on a dielectric substrate; 

Swanson, Jr. (US '050, see figs. 4-6) discloses a thin-film capacitor; 

Kinoshita (US '343, see figs. 1(A)-1(B)) discloses a chip capacitor coupled to 
input and output signal lines; and 

Gerstenberg et al. (US '203) discloses a filter disposed on a circuit board.
